COOIIDGE LOOMS UP 


AS PRESIDENTIAL TIMBER 


t The republican party has unexpect­ 
edly developed another candidate for 
the presidency. 
He isr Calvin Cool 
idge, governor of Massachusetts, who 
prior to the strike of Boston police 
men Was not known outside of hir. 
home state. 
Today he is a national 
figure, of such collossal size as tr 
receive congratulation on his re-elec­ 
tion by wire from President Wilson 
He is the one best bet of the hour for 
the G. O. P., the man who has stap- 
ped into the place filled for awhile 
by Ole Hanson of Seattle. 
Cooiidge stands before the Ameri­ 
can people today aa one of the most 
virile opponents of radicalism. When 
the guard ions of Boston's peoce laid 
down their night sticks and 
their 
badges and invited the wild-eyed ele­ 
ment to loot the town while they 
were negotiating for more pay, It was 
Cooiidge who denounced their action 
in language as rigorous as that 
of 
Andrew Jackson ami as chaste as that 
of Senator Lodge. He was exceeding­ 
ly instrumental in putting a crimp not 
only in this particular policeman’s 
strike, but also in others that were 
brewing. 
President Wilson 
joined 
hands with him in declaring that the 
first doty of the law’s minions is the 
protection of the public. 
Cooiidge was a child of destiny in 
that he had an opportunity to gc 
before the people shortly after his 
jump into the spotlight. While senti­ 
ment wss hot and the issue fresh, 
the electorate of Massachusetts went 
to the polls and expressed their opin­ 
ion of law and order. The democrats 
had helped things along by nominating 
a gubernatorial candidate who sided 
with the policemen’s union. The ver­ 
dict at the ballot box was an over- 
whe ming one. 
Cooiidge 
was 
re 
•lected by a majority of 126,000 in a 
atate that is represented in the Unit­ 
ed States senate by a democrat and 
that is normally close, with a alight 
Republican inchnution. 
Such a triumph on such an issue is 
enough to make the fortune of any 
republican governor, If Cooiidge doe- 
not become a formidable contender 
for the presidency the fault will be 
his own.

A discovery may be made photo­ 
graphically by some astronomer this 
fall or wtnter'ln the constellation Gem­ 
ini, according to Isabel M. Lewis of 
the United States naval observatory. 
It will be a star of the fifteenth magni­ 
tude In an elliptical orbit and has been 
Mkeult to find and identify because 
m f%9 Milky Way there are counties* 
others that are brlgiri^?. 
The orbits of all the planets ex­ 
cepting Mercury, are nearly perfect 
circles, and discovery of a planet Ul­ 
terior to Neptune that moves 1m a 
greatly elongated §lllpse will strike 
one more blow at the nebular hypothe­ 
sis, which assumes, says Miss Lewis, 
that the planets’ almost circular orbits 
are due to the fact that originally they 
were thrown off as rings from a con* 
trading solar' nebula. 
Irregularities in the motion of Nep­ 
tune indicate that the unaeen planet is 
drawing near to Neptune and during 
this period of’conjunction astronomer* 
hope to determine the mass of the new 
body.

PARTS, NoY. 6.—th e , lining of the 
French censorship has not beeh fol­ 
lows! thus far by the publication -of 
my of the startling 
secrets 
some 
French newspapers professed to have 
had locked in their bosoms dfcrbig'flte 
war, but it has brought out many 
amusing stories of what the censors 
did. 
^ 
Several of these relate to the ac­ 
tivities of those persons whose duty 
it was to attend rehearsals of new 
shows and see that no 
pro-German 
propaganda or nothing tending to hurt 
the feelings of any of the Allies crept 
into the programme. 
At one of the Paris music hells a 
revue was about to be staged 
in 
which the grand finale was a parade 
of beauties in groups, each 
group 
symbolizing one of the Allied nations. 
For several Allied nations each group 
was composed of five girls, but one 
of the Allies was represented by only 
three. 
In response to an indignant 
protest from a representative of that 
aggrieved power the censor insisted 
that two more girls be added to the 
group. 
On another occasion the cen­ 
sor forced a theatrical producer to 
place among a group of Allied flags 
in a finale the flag of one of the lit­ 
tle nations which felt that It had been 
slighted. 
Shortly before Portugal declared 
war on Germany a piece appeared on 
the stage with a character supposed 
to be a Portuguese who was rapre- 
sented in a most unfavorable light. 
The censor, believing that Portuga. 
was about to declare war, inducen 
the producers to make a Swiss out ot 
the Portuguese character. One of ftrt 
minor characters in the sketch, fo r­ 
getting all about the injunction of tin 
censors mentioned the word “Portu 
gal" in the production one night, and 
narrowly escaped dismissal. 
During the war all the newspapers 
printed stories about a certain old 
Colonel who had been cited for dis­ 
tinguished services. 
One of the pa­ 
pers went into details about his re ­ 
cord, recalled that he was a veteran 
of the W ar of 1870 and mentioned 
some of the prominent engagements 
of that war in which he had partici­ 
pated. 
The censor solemnly struck 
out the names of those places on the 
ground that his regulations forbid the 
mentioning of localities in connection 
with persons in command. 
When the L-39, one of the Zeppe­ 
lins that attempted a raid cn England 
and was forced down in France^ made 
its descent at Bourbonne-Uts-Bains, 
the French official communique made 
its landing place known to all the 
world. 
But the next day news dis­ 
patches, describing the appearance of 
the L-39, were labelled from “Some­ 
where in France” by the censor, de­ 
spite the clear statem ent of the com­ 
munique. 
The censors, however, are coming 
back at the newspapers. 
They are 
reminding the public of the difflcul 
ties under which they worked and of 
the fact that some writers end play­ 
wrights, unconsciously, 
might 
have 
worked much harm to the Allied cause 
no check been placed upon them. 
The radical Socialist organs have 
taken advantage of the lifting of tho 
censorship to launch violent attacks 
upon their enemies, particularly upon 
"ume of the army commanders, but 
they are making no disclosures, if 
they have any to make. 
Another re­ 
sult of the pasting of the censor is 
the appearance of posters with 
ap­ 
peals from radical organizations upon 
the walls of buildings.
